Tne explosion which recently oc- 
eurred in the Pompe mines in St.

At Darlington, Wis., the grand jury 
has found indictments against seven of 
the lynchers of Anton Sieboldt, the 
murderer. John Meighan, Sr., John 
Meighan, Jr., Hezekiah Andrews and 
Frank Bliss, of Willow Springs, have 
been arrested and jailed, and Barney 
Meighan, Francis Meighan and Alonzo 
Taylor are being sought for by officers. 

ON the 7th two Paris cable cars came 
into collision, owing to the inability of 
a gripman to release his hold upon the 
cable. The result was that the two 
cars were badly wrecked and twelve 
persons were seriously injured. 


MISCELLANEOUS, 

ADVICES received at the Chinese lega« 
tion in Paris are to the effect that a re- 
volt was inaugurated by the secret so- 
cieties in the province of Jehol against 
all the foreigners and Christians in that 
province on November 18. During the 
revolt a number of Mongolian princes 
and several hundred Christians were 
put to death; also a number of native 
priests. Churches were burned and 
other property destroyed. The national 
troops were ordered to proceed to the 
scene and quell the disturbance. On 
November 25 they met the rebels, and 
after a desperate conflict, defeated 
them. 

FRENCH army commanders have re- 
ported against adopting the system of 
two years’ service. 

A COMBINATION is probable between 
the radicals of the Argentine Republic 
and the supporters of Gen. Mitre. 
President Pelligrini, it is said, will sup- 
port the candidacy of Gen. Mitre. 

A NATIONAL bank has been opened in 
Buenos Ayres, with a capital of $8,000,- 
000 in gold. 

‘Yue testimony in the cases of the 
United States against the Bell Tele- 
phone Co. to annul the Bell patent is 
believed to be complete, and no more 
evidence will be taken for the present. 
Two years have been spent in taking 
evidence. No evidence tending to 
prove fraud has been produced, and the 
government announces that its cause is 
practically closed. It is evident that 
all the government hopes todo is to 
bring before the supreme court the 
Drawbaugh case once more with the 
expectation that the court, which was 
almost evenly divided in this case be- 
fore, may give a different decision this 
time. 

THE Portuguese government has 
signed an agreement for the reorgani- 
zation of the bank of Portugal, and a 
better feeling prevails in financial cir- 
cles. 

THIRTEEN THOUSAND cases of influ- 
enza are reported in Hamburg, and the 
death rate of the city is considerably 
higher owing to the prevalence of tho 
disease.

THE NAVY. 


Interesting Information from Sec- 
retary Tracy’s Annual Report. 








Vessels Completed Since 1885, and Vessels 
in Courss of Construction — The 
Attacks on the Sailors of the 
“Baltimore,” Ete. 





Wasuinaton, Dec. 6.—Twice within 
the past year the attention of the peo- 


ple of the United States has been called 


to the condition of the navy by the pos- 
sibility of its being brought into active 
service against Italy in the first in- 
stance and against Chiliin the second, 
The trouble with the latter country is 
still far from settled, and the annual 
report of the secretary of the navy will 
be read with interest; at least those 
parts of it which treat of the present 
and prospective strength of the navy, 
and the attack on the sailors in Valpa- 
raiso. The report shows that the new 
navy, that is, that partof the navy com- 
posed of the vessels completed since 
1885, constitutes in itself a force by no 
means to be despised. In the following 
table the name, tonnage and cost of 
each of the new vessels now in commis- 
sion are given: 
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To this must be added the Mantonomah, 3,815 
tons, and costing $777,906.89 for reconstruction. 
This vessel, a monitor, was placed in commission 
the latter part of October.

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Of the sixteen completed vessels of the new 
navy, thirteen have becn commissioned during 
the present administration and four during the 
past year. The work on the three great battle 
ships, the Indiana, Massachusetts and Oregon, is 
going forward rapidly, and, according to present 
probabilities, they will be ready for service early 
in 1894. The Monterey is ready to receive her 
armor, and will be completed next year, while 
the powerful cruiser New York, which was 
launched the other day, will be ready for serv- 
ice in January, 1893. Next to the three battle 
ships, she will be the largest and most formida- 
ble ship of the new navy, and will be able to 
hold her own, it is thought, against any vessel of 
her size afloat. Work on all the other ships, ex- 
cept the proposed torpedo cruiser, the mate to 
the Cushing, is being pushed as rapidly as pos- 
sible. The appropriation for the torpedo cruiser 
($350,000) was too small, the socretary having 
been unable to get any bids for its construction 
within that limit. 

MORE SHIPS NEEDED. 

Secretary Tracy insists that more ships are 
necessary if the United States desires to secure 
and retain her share of the commerce of the 
world. On this point he says: 


The course of events during the past year has 
shown anew the necessity of cortinuing the 
development of the navy. The demands upon 
it have been constant, and they are constantly 
growing. The rapid extension of -ommercial 
relations has doubled the importance of our in- 
terests, especially in the Pacific. It was saida 
few years ago by a keen foreign observer: 
‘Some day or other there will be great rivalry 
of three or four nations in the Pacific for the 
commerce of those seas, and the country which 
has cultivated its strength with a view to that 
contingency will carry off a chief part of the 
prize.’ The rivalry has already begun, and the 
signs are evident on every hand of sharp com- 
petition. It is apparent that the mercantile 
cornpetitors of this country are to-day en- 
larging their fields of activity with a more 
aggressive energy than ever before. No one 
can fail to observe the indications cf a system- 
atic effort to take advantage of the disturbed 
conditions now prevailing in many of the smail- 
er states. In this movement naval ascendency 

lays a large part. The consequences are not 
ar to seok. The establishment of complete 
commercial supremacy by a European power in 
any state of the western hemisphere means 
the exclusion of American influence and the 
virtual destruction, as far as that state is con- 
cerned, of independent existence. With the 
great maritime powers it is only a step from 
commercial control to territorial control. If 
that most important agency in the commercial 
development of the United States, the Nica- 
ragua canal, were completed, the strategic 
situation would be largely modified. At the 
present time the two seaboards are so remote 
that each requires a separate system of naval 
defense. Each has its vulnerable points, and 
each has neighbors that are well prepared for 
offensive movements. There is a circle of in- 
gular fortresses facing our Atlantic seaboard, 
the sole object of whose existence is to maintain 
naval outposts at our doors. There are states in 
the Pacific—and not large states, either—whose 
fieets are more powerful than any force that we 
could readily bring to meet them. To protect 
either seaboard, even when our present author- 
ized fleet is completed, will involve stripping the 
other ata critical moment. ° * *. 

ven if it were impossible to involve this 
country in war without its consent, there are sit- 
uations in which that consent would be given by 
a unanimous popular voice.

THE CHILIAN TROUBLE. 

‘Secretary Tracy devotes considerable space 
to the Chilian trouble, and gives a detailed ac- 
count of the attack on the sailors of the cruiser 
Baltimore. Numerous accounts have been 
published of this incident, but this one is the 
result of a full and official investigation, and 
contains many points which have not before 
been made public. The secretary says: 


-At2p.m.on the 16th of October the Balti-

Other foreign war-ships in the 
harbor had already given liberty to their crews, 
and no reason existed for withholding a like 
privilege from the crew of the Baltimore.

nother petty officer, Johnson, then in a neigh- 

ring house, seeing Riggin rang Deloss in the

John- 
con took him in his arms to carry him to_a drug 
store near by. At this moment a squad of po- 
lice, with fixed bayonets, came up the street. 
‘When at close quarters they fired at Johnson, 
being so near that his face was blackened by the 
discharge. One shot entered Riggin’s neck and 
shoulder, inflicting a death wound. Another 
shot passed through Johnson's clothes. 

The affair of the street car was only one of 
many simultaneous attacks made upon the Bal- 
timore’s men. The attacks lasted for an hour. 
They were not confined to one locality, but oc- 
curred at several widely-separated points of the 
city. In many instances the American sailors 
were in restaurants and hotels quietly getting 
supper when attacked by crowds num ng 
from twenty-five to 200 men. The part borne 
hy the police in these attacks is shown by the 
reports. Thirty-six of the Baltimore's men were 
arrested and taken to prison, being subjected on 
the way to treatment of the utmost brutality. 
Catgut nippers were placed on their wrists, 
and in the case of one man, McWill- 
jams, a lasso was thrown around his neck. 
Williams, another apprentice, 19 years of age, 
was arrested by a mounted policeman, who put 
the nippers around his wrists and _ then started 
his horse into a gallop, throwing the boy down. 
Coal-heaver Quigley, in trying to escape from 
the mob, was struck with a sword by a police 
officer. Petty Officer Hamilton was dragged to 
prison dangerously wounded and unconscious, 
#nd his companions, attempting to relieve his 
sufferings, were threatened with blows from 
musket butts, snd compeled to desist, 

Coal-heaver Turnbull received eighteen 
wounds in the back, two of which penetrated 
his lungs, and subsequently caused his death. 
Other men were seriouly injured, and several 
of the wounds were caused by bayonet thrusts, 
clearly showing the participation of the police. 
As a result of the attacks, two of the men, Rig- 
gin and Turnbull, died, and eighteen others 
were more or less disabled by wounds. 

At the examination immediately following the 
arrest, which was conductod secretly, a request 
was made of the authorities by Capt. Schley to 
allow one of his officers to be present in court. 
The request was denied. Before the men were 
discharged they were required to sign a 4 4 
in Spanish. A court official, whom one of the 
men asked what might be the meaning of the 
paper, declared that it was a mere form, stating 
that the signer had not been engaged in the 
trouble. 

The sailors during the attack were without 
arms, and therefore defenseless. Of the thirty- 
six men arrested and examined all were dis- 
charged, there being no proof of any violation of 
the peace on their part. The judicial investiga- 
tion into the conduct of the men failed to show 
that a single one was found drunk or disorderly. 
It is clear that their only offense lay in wearing 
the uniform of the country to which they be- 
longed. 

Whether the attacks upon the seamen of the 
Baltimore were preconcerted or not, their real 
cause can only be found in the bitter hostility of 
the Chilians toward the United States—a feeling 
largely due to the false and malicious accusa- 
tions which have been put forth at Iquique, and 
later at Valparaiso, in reference to the action of 
the navy of the United States during the prog- 
ress of the revolution. 

STRICT NEUTRALITY. . 

The secretary says the course of the navy dur- 
ing the Chilian war was stri:tly neutral, not- 
withstanding all the charges tothe contrary. 
He presents the instructions of March 26 to 
Admiral McCann, which were published in the 
press some time ago, and in which a strict 
neutrality was commanded, and states that 
these instructions were carried out to 
the letter. The Itata matter was scttled to 
the complete satisfaction of the insurgenis, 
whose officers disavowed any knowledge of the 
acts of that vessel. The junction of the ends of 
the submarine cable outside of Iquique was ac- 
complished by the cable company in the execu- 
tion of its lawful rights, and the act was in no 
wey the act of the United States government. 
The Baltimore was present in pursuance of the 
instructions to ‘‘Take whatever measures are 
necessary to prevent injury by insurgent ves- 
sels to lives or property of American citizens, 
including American telegraph cables...” The 
visit of Admiral Brown to Quinteros bay when 
the revolutionary troops were landed there is 
also referred to, and Admiral Brown's letter ex- 
plaining the matter and explicitly denying that 
he gave any information to Baimaceda’s officers 
or allowed any Chilians on board at that time is 
given in full. In concluding this subject the 
secretary says: 

It therefore appears that neither in the affair 
of the Itata, whose surrender was voluntarily 
determined on by the provisional government at 
Iquique, nor in the presence of the Baltimore 
when the agents of an American cable campany 
spliced their cables in the open sea, nor in tho 
visit of Admiral Brown to Quinteros bay, was 
there any ground of offense given by the 
navy of t e United States to any P gee party 
or government then existing in Chili, nor was 
any ‘assistance or encouragement of any kind 
rendered to what was at that time recognized 
by all the world as in fact the government of 
the country. Yet it is impossible to ac- 
count for the series of outrages perpetrated 
on the crew of the Baltimore on any 
other supposition than that those who 
concerted them were influenced by the calum- 
nies which had been actively circulated,and that 
they were aided and abetted by a police guard 
which should have suppressed them. No charge 
or even suspicion of misconduct attaches to the 
men who, on the night of the 16th of October, 
endeavoring without weapons to defend them- 
seives against an armed attack, were driven by 
the pclice to a Chilian prison because they were 
the uniform of American sailors. 

The tests of armor plates of domestic mannu- 
facture have demonstrated that better plates 
can be made inthis country than abroad. Six 
plates were furnished, three by the Bethlehem 
iron works, and three by Carnegie, Phipps & 
Co. The trials took place at Indian Head on 
October 31 and November 14, and the plates 
were subjected to tests more severe 
than had ever been applied at any foreign gov- 
ernment trials. Four shots were fired at each 
plate from a 6-inch gun with an impact velocity 
of 2,975 feet per second. and an energy of 2,965- 





foot tons, using the Holtzer projectile of 100 





pounds. One shot was then fired at the center 
of each plate from an 8-inch gun, with an im- 
pact energy of 4,988-foot tons, using Fiemwiny 
and Carpenter projectiles of 210 and 250 pounds 
weight, respectively. The plates were placed 
normal to the line of fire. The results of the 
trial were in the highest degree satisfactory. 
Each of the six plates manufactured in this 
country was superior to the English compound 
plate, while the nickel Harveyed plate and the 
high carbon nickel plate were superior to all the 
foreign plates of the Annapolis trial. They may, 
therefore, be pronounced in advance of the best 
armor hitherto manufactured in Europe.” 

Of guns for vessels now authorized 155 have 
been completed, while 347 are required. Of those 
completed there are one 12-inch, eight 10-inch, 
nineteen 8-inch and 117 6-inch. Twelve 13-inch 
and seven 12-inch guns are among those still to 
be constructed. The tests of the 4-inch rapid- 
fire gun resulted in ay actual showing of sixteen 
shots a minute. 

The most important wavance made during the 
past year in respect to powder consists in the 
development of a smokeless powder, in- 
vented by Prof. C. E. Monroe, of tho 
naval torpedo station. The results have ex- 
ceeded the anticipations formed in referenco 
to this powder. Its successfvl use has ad- 
vanced by progressive experiments from the 
one, three and six-pounder guns up to the four- 
inch rapid-fire gun. In reference to the results 
accomplished, itis only necessary ‘> say that 
with charges one-half the weight of those used 
with ordinary powders, the velocities have 
been increased nearly 200-foot seconds, with 
no increase of chamber pressure. In other 
respects the powder gives singular satisfac- 
tion. It contains no volatile constituents, is 
not affected by repeated heating for long 
periods, is uninjured even by boiling in water, 
gives high and regular velocities ‘vith moderate 
and regular pressures, and tbus far has 
shown all the essential requisites of a normal 
smokeless powder. It is safe to say that within 
ashort time the use of ordinary gun powder 
will be abandoned in calibers of six-inch and be- 
low. 

The government during the past year arranged 
for the manufacture of armor-piercing projec- 
tiles in this country, and they are now being is- 
sucd to ships as desired.

Bruaine, Secretary, WasHINGTON: Hava 
pleasure to report that president yesterday pro: 
mulgated the law fixing the duty on pork, and 
to-day publishes the decree repealing, from this 
date, the prohibition on American pork, which 
has existed in France since the 18th of February, 
1881. Following is substance of decree: 

President of French Republic, on report of 
minister of agriculture: In view of decrees of 
18th February, 1881, and of 28th December, 1883, 
by which American pork was excluded, in view 
of the sanitary inspectiop now proved by gov- 
ernment of the United States for pork intended 
for export, in view of opinions expressed by 
ministers of foreign affairs, of finance, of inte- 
rior, and of commerce znd industry, decree ag 
follows: 

ArtTicLtE 1. Salted pork meats from United 
States can be imported into France at points to 
be fixed by subsequent decree. 

Art. 2. Before discharge of cargo the import- 
ers must produce for each shipment a certificate 
from inspector of department of agriculture 
dosignated by government of United States for 
inspection of slaughter houses, certifying that 
the meats are from healthy animals and suitable 
for human food. The boxes must bear official 
stamp of this inspector. No shipment can be 
admitted which does not comply with these re- 
quirements. 

Art. 3. After their discharge these meats 
shall be examined by sanitary inspectors ap- 
pointed by minister of agriculture. All meat 
found unwholescme shall be destroyed in the 
presence of these inspectors. 

Art. 4. Provides that these meats can not 
pass custom house without certificates of both 
inspectors. 

Art. 5. That expense of the French inspection 
shall be paid by the importers. 

Art. 6. Repeals former decrees of prohibition 
and any other regulations in conflict with pres- 
ent decree. 

Decree signed Carnot: countersigned Minis- 
ter of Agriculture Develle, Minister of the In- 
terior Constans, Minister of Commerce and of 
Industry and of the Colonies Jules Roche, Min- 
ister of Finance Rouvier. 

Another decree, also promulgated to-day, 
names Havre, Bordeaux, Marseilles, Dunkerque 
as ports at which American pork will be ad- 
mitted.

FATAL EXPLOSION. 


Three Men Killed and Many Wounded by 
an Explosion in the Maryland Steel 
Works at Sparrow's Point. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Dee. 8.—An explo- 
sion of gas occurred at the works of the 
Maryland Steel Co. Sparrow's Point, 
early yesterday morning, and several 
men were injured. Three of the vic- 
tims have since died. Another is not 
expected to live. Four others were 
badly injured, but they are not be- 
lieved to be fatally hurt. 

The dead are: 

Arthur M. Austin, 22 +years old, of 
Baltimore; unmarried. 

George Braidwood, 
married. 

John Lynch, of Sparrow's Point; un- 
married. 

The wounded are, Arthur Pugh, of 
Highlandtown, very badly burned and 
internally injured; Washington Sapp, 
brakeman of a shifting engine, struck 
by flying debris; Thomas Miller, col- 
ored, aged 22, of Linwood, N. C., face 
and hands burned; August Bell, col- 
ored, aged 25, of Montpelier, Va., face 
and hands burned; William Tubman, 
colored, aged 33, right hip broken and 
burned. 

lorty men were at work in the im- 
mediate vicinity when the explosion 
took place. The furnace was being 
blown out for repairs. Hot bricks 
were thrown in every direction with 
great force. The flames spread rapidly 
and enveloped some of the injured men 
whom the flying bricks had knocked 
senseless, The uninjured workmen at 
once went to the rescue of their co- 
laborers and dragged them out of fur- 
ther danger. 

Austin was almost instantly killed. 
Braidwood lingered in great agony for 
three hours, and Lynch lived six hours 
after the accident. The cause of the 
explosion is not known, but it proba- 
bly occurred from a water pipe spring- 
ing aleak. The noise of the explosion 
was distinctly heard 3 miles away. 

A jury of inquest lastevening brought 
in a verdict that the accident was una- 
Voidable and unaccountable, and that 
no blame attaches to the company.

RECIPROCITY. 





Arrangement Entered Into with Germany 
Under the Reciprocity Clause of the 
McKinley Bill. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—State depart- 
ment officials say that the cable dis- 
patch from Paris asserting that a 
treaty of commerce has been concluded 
between Germany and the United 
States by which the latter country ex- 
empts German beet sugar from duty 
and Germany gives the United States 
the favored nation benefit in regard to 
importations from the United States 
into that country is substantially true, 
and that France (which also produces a 
considerable quantity of beet sugar) 
will soon follow in the same line. 

It is technically incorrect to say that 
a “treaty” has been concluded. That 
would require concurrence by the sen- 
ate. What has been accomplished is 
an agreement under the reciprocity 
clause of the McKinley bill. 

On the Ist of January next the presi- 
dent, it is believed, will issue a most 
interesting proclamation as to the re- 
ciprocal duties made under the reciproc- 
ity arrangements thus far entered into. 

The commissioners from the West In- 
dies have received assurances from Sec- 
retary Blaine that the president will 
on that day issue his proclamation in 
regard to the products in which they 
are interested. 

Commissioners from Jamaica are 
hourly expected here to perfect an ar- 
rangement similar to that entered into 
between the United States and Brazil.

It did not, however, have its 
origin in amy general animo-ity to the 
Italian people, nor im any disrespect te 


the government ot Italy, with which our rela- 
tions were of the most friendly character. The 
fury of the mob was directed against these men 
as the supposed p rticipants or accessories in 
the murdar of a ci'y cflicer. I donot allude to 
this as mitigating in any degree this offense 
against law and humanity, bunt only as affect- 
ing the internationa! questions which grew out 
of it. 

It was at once represented by the Italian min- 
ister that several of those whose lives had Leen 
taken hy the mob, were Italian subjects. A 
demand was made for punishment of the par- 
ticipants and for .n inleinnity to the families of 
those who were killed, It is regreitid that 
the manner in which these claims were pre- 
sented was not such as t promote a calm 
discussion of the questions involved, but this 
may be attributed to the excitement and in- 
Gigoation which tle crime naturaily evoked. 

The views of this government as to its ovliga- 


tions to ioreigners domiciled here were 
fully erated in the correspondence’ as 
wl! as its purpose to mace an 


investization of the affair with a view to deter- 
mine whether they would present circum- 
stances that cou'd under such rules of duty as 
we had indicated create an obligation on the 
United States.

Ioternational Copyright. 

International copyright will be secured in ac- 
cordance with the conditions of the act of March 
3, 1891, with Belgium, France and Great Britain 
and the British possessions and Switzurland. 
The laws of these countries permitting to our 
citizens the benefit of copyright upon substan- 
tially the same basis as to their own eitizens or 
subjects, and with Germany a special conven- 
tion has been negotiated upon this subject 
which will bring that country within the recip- 
rocal benefit of the legislation.

The 
producers of the country, its farmers and la- 
berera have the highest interest that every 
dollar, paper or coin, issued by the government 
shall be as good asany other. If there is one 
leas valuable than another itssure and constant 
errand wil] be to pay them four their toil and for 
their crops. The money lender will pro- 
tect himself by stipulation for payment in 
gold, but the laborer has never been able to do 
that. To place business on a silver basis would 
mean a sudden and severe contraction 
ef the currency by the withdrawal of gold and 
geole netes of suchan unsettling of all vulues 
as would prodace a commercial panic. 

I cannot believe thata people so strong and 
prosperous as ours will promote such a policy. 
The producers of silver are entitled to just con- 
sideration, but they should not forget that the 
government is now buying and putting out of 
the market the equivalent of the product of 
our entire silver mint. 

The Surplus. 

The presence of a large cash surplus in the 
treasury has for many years been the subject of 
much unfavorable criticiam and bas furnished 
ama argament to those who have desired to 
place the tariff upon a purely revenue basis. 

It was agreed by ali that the withdrawal from 
circalation of eo large an amount of money was 
an embarrassment to the business of the coun- 
try, and made necessary the intervention of 
the department at frequent intervals to relieve 
threatened monetary p.inics. The surplus on 
March 1, 1889, was $153,827,190.29, 

The poli¢y of applying this surplus to 
the redemption of the iuterest bearing 
securities of the United States was 
thought to be preferable to that of depositing it 
without interest in selected national banks. 
There have been redeemed since the date last 
mentioned of interest bearing securities $259, - 
079,350, resulting ina reduction of the annual 
interest charge of $11,644,675. The money 
which had been deposited in banke without in- 
terest has been gradually withdrawn and used 
in the redemption of bonds. 

Th: result of the policy of the silver legisla- 
tion andthe refunding of the 4), per cent. 
bonds has teen a large inc: ease of the inoney in 
circulation. At the date last named the circu- 
lation was $1, 01,206,816, or $23.05 per capita, 
while on the first day of December, 1891, 
it had increased to $1,577,262,070 or $2438 per 
capita. The offer of the secretary of the treas- 
ury tothe holders of the 4% per cent. bonds to 
extend the time of redemption at the option of 
the govornme:t at an interest of 2 per cent, 
was accepted by the holders of about one-half 
the amount, and the unextended bonis are 
being redeemed on presentation, 

Felony Cases. 

The president concurs in the recommendation 
of the attorney general that the right in felony 
cases to review by the supreme court be limited 
im cases involving only fine and imprisonment, 
unless a constitutional question should in some 
way be involved. The court of private land 
claims provided fer by the last comgress has 
been authorized. 

Chinese Innmigration. 

The president calis attention to the organized 
importation of Chinamen in this country by 
way of Canada, and recommends such legisla- 
tion as will remedy the defects in the law 
against such immigration. 

Itis recommended that the jurisdiction of 
the United States court be so extended as to 
make triabie therein any felony committed 
while in the act of violating a law of the United 
States. 

He says: **These courts cannot have that in- 
dependence and affectiveness which the consti- 
tution contemplaied solong as the felonious 
killing of court officers, jurors and witnesses in 
the discharge of their duties or by reason of an 
act as such is only cognizbableiu the state 
courts.” 

The Post-Office Department, 

The president compliments the work of th» 
postmagier general and says that the revenues 
of ths departient show an increase of over 
$5,000,000, witk the deficit for the year 1890 of 
lees than $4,000,000, while the estimate for the 
year '93 shows a surpius of receipts over expen- 
ditures. 

The presiden: concuig in the recommendation 
that the free delivery system be a: 
once extended to towns of five thousand 
population. He also endorses the 
suggestion for a rural postal delivery. 

The Navy Department, 

The Newark, Concord, Bennington and Mian- 
tanomah have been added to the navy during 
the year with an aggregate of something more 
than 11,900 tom. Twenty-four war ships of 
classes are now under construction in the navy 
yard and private shop, but while work is going 
forward satisfactory the eompletion of more 
important vessels will yet require abo'rt a year's 
time. 

The Iaterior Department. 
The president discusses the Indian schoo! 


‘question atlength, and expresses the opinion 


that the bringing of Indian children in the 
mixed schools will prove a great advantage to- 
ward making of the Indian a citizen. 

Of the relation of the five civilized trines now 
occupying the Indian Territory to the United 
States, the president says that he thinks it in- 
evitable that there shall be before leng some 
organic changes. What fcrm these changes 
would take he does not think it desirable now 
to suggest, They should certainly involve the 
acceptance of a citizenship by the Indians aad 
representation in congress. He recommends a 
commission be appointed te treat with these 
tribes, 

The Pension Bureaa, 

The president says that the administration of 
the pension bureau has been characterized dur- 
ing the year by great diligence, The total num- 
ber of pensions upon therollof June 30, 1891 
was 676,160. ‘The appropriation for the pay- 
ment of pensions for the fiscal year 1890 and 1891 
wea $127,685,793.89, and the amount expended 
was $118,5'0,649.25, leaving an unexpended sur. 
plus of $8,155,144.64. 

In concluding his comments on the pensions, 
the president says: 

“While these disbursements to the disabled 
soldiers of the great civil war are large, they do 
notreslize the exaggerated estimate of those 
who oppose this beneficent legisiation. 

The Census. 

Of the work of the census bureau, the presi- 
dent says, ‘‘the methods pursued have been 
fair, careful and intelligent, and bave secured 
the approval of the statustician, who have fol- 
lowed them with scientific and non-partisan 
interest. 

Polygamy in Utah. 

The president says that the legislation of con- 
gresa for the repression of polygamy has, after 
years of persistence on the part of the Mor- 
mons, at last brought them to the conclus on 
that resistance is impossible and unavailing. 
He recommends that congress do not reiax its 
control over this aubject. 

The establishment of a department of agri- 
culture is referred to as having hada great in- 
fluence in distributing agricultural and borti- 
cultural information, and in encouraging the 
divers fication of crops. 

Civil Service. 
Concerning the workings of the civil service

PRELIMINARY HEARING. 





James Pau! Corbett is Brought Be- 
fore Judge Taylor. 
As @ Result ofthe Investigation He is 
Bound Over inthe Sum of $1,000. 





Thursday morning at 11 o’clock James 
Paul Corbett was brought out of jail and 
carried before Judge Thomas J. Taylor, 
before whom a preliminary hearing was 
to be held, in which a charge of arson 
had been preferred against the prisoner. 

Our readers will remember the inci- 
dents of last Monday night, when the 
alarm of fire was sounded and the unoc- 
cupied store room onthe north side of 
the square was found to have an incen- 
diary fire in the rear and upon reaching 
the ignited pile of inflammables, Corbett, 
whois a stranger to these parts, was 
found crouched in a corner. He of 
course was taken into custody and next 
day his hearing was set for yesterday at 
eleven o’clock. 

Several witnesses were examined who 
testified in substance what the Mercury 
coutained Tuesday morning last. 

The examination resulted in Corbett 


| being held to appear at the next term of 


Circuit Court. His bail was fixed at 
$1,000, which was not given and the 
prisoner was remanded to jail to await 
the action of the next Grand Jury; this 
body will also investigate the particulars 
of the grave offense he is charged with. 

Corbett told the Judge that he did not 
remember anything that occured between 
the hour of ten that night up to the time 
when the officers were putting him in the 
calaboose; that he had drank heavily ou 
Monday but did not think he was drinking 
enough to throw him into an unconscious 
stupor.

Points from tead- 
quarters. 
Wasuinaton, D. C., Dec. 7th, 1891. 
Speakership ofthe House Much 
interest existshere in the Speaker- 
ship contest. The nomination ot 
Reid by the Republicans was a fore- 
gone conclusion and excites no com< 
ment,but not so with the Democratic 
nomination which means an election. 


Political 








The contest is doubtful and earnest. 
More than usual importance is at- 
tached to the nominatiou because of 
its real or supposed relations to the 
Presidential nomination. Mils is 
preferred by Cleveland’s friends and 
Crips by the supporters of the other 
man, be he Hili, Flower or Gorman. 

Mills was early in the race and _ iz 
claimed to have been most promi- 
nently identified with the anti tariff 
revival and with western Democratic 
victories. On the other hand it is 
urged that he favored by the Repub- 
licans, that he is excitable, and that 
is for free trade rather than tariff 
reform. 

For Crisp it is c’aimed that he 
fairly represents tariff reform and 
that he is less likely owing to his al- 
leged coolness And self possession, to 
give Tom Reid and the Republicans 
strategic opportunities in the House. 
He is said to be the candidate of 
Tammany Hall. The caucus for 
Crisp bad eighty four votes to Mills 
seventy-eight on the first ballot, 
and ninety-four to ninety-one on the 
seventeenth. Inthe same _ ballots, 
Springer received thirty-two and 
and nineteen, McMillan eighteen and 
seventeen, Hatch fourteen and five, 
Stevens one and one. The latter is 
anti-silver and certainly shows good 
staying powers! <A dead-lock seems 
probable, though the more common 
op:nion is that either Crips or Mills 
will be nominated in the end. 

Presidential nomination. The re- 
cent Democratic victcay in New 
York and fammany Hall’s conspi- 
cious part in it, Gov. Hill’s deter 
mined fight for the control of the 
state legislature, his recent aggres-

This question is turning attention to 
other possible or probable candidates.

His 
personal friends and supporters are 
it is true, less demonstrative and ar: 
dent than those of Blaine. The lat- 
ter could apparently secure the nom: 
ination if he courted it. Itis not 


probable that Harrison would op- 
pose him. Blaine made way for him 
at the last convention. ‘he men 
will not contend.

tions may as well abandon the idea. 
The leaders of the democratic party in 
that section understand very well that 
it will not do to let the people begin 
the business of independent voting, and 
s0 all possible means are being invoked 
to prevent the new party from getting 
a foothold. They declare it will never 
do for the southern voters to divide so 
long as there is a republican party to 
The usual talk about the dan- 
ger of negro domination is repeated 
with increased emphasis and white 
citizens are urged to subordinate all 
other considerations to the great duty 
of keeping political power in the hands 
of their own race. ‘To be sure, the is- 
sues presented by the alliance have 
nothing to do with the race problem, 
but the democratic orators and news- 
papers know that anything which 
tends to disturb the general condition 
of thought is dangerous to their party, 
and the hobgoblin of black supremacy 
setves the purpose of checking such 
an influence better than anything else 
that could be devised. 

We hear a great deal about the new 
south and its spirit of enterprise and 
progress; but the fact remains that 
whenever the interests of the demo- 
cratic party are exposed to the least 
danger the old south comes forward 
to dispute the right of any other party 
to exist down there. “The bulwark 
of the democratic party,” we are re- 
mirded, “is the solid south, and with 
southern division there isno way to 
prevent republican triumph.” There- 
fore, it is argued, the white voters 
must continue to act asa unit in poli- 
tics, or the wrongs and miseries of the 
carpet-bag era will return, and the 
negroes will take possession of the 
land for purposes of plunder and deso- 
lation. It is amazing to observe how 
readily the white people of the south, 
the people of intelligence and prop- 
erty, are influenced by talk of this 
surt. They have become so accus- 
tomed to the idea of a latent conspir- 
acy on the part of the blacks to over- 
tura the preseut order of things that 
whenever the slightest alarm is sound- 
ed they lose their heads and cease to 
take a logical and reasonable view of 
the situation. The time may be com- 
inzy when a better condition will en- 
sue; but the prospect is not very en- 
couraging. There is only one party in 
the south, and it resolutely antago- 
nizes every attempt to establish an- 
other, and the people are led to be- 
lieve that the only way to avoid negro 
dcmination is to vote the democratic 
ticket under all circumstances.—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 


DODGING ISSUES. 


Dewocratic Plans Upset by the McKinley 
Law. 

It becomes more and more plain. as 
the time of the convening of the Fifty- 
second congress approaches, that the 
democrats, who have an overwhelm- 
ingly majority in the house, will at- 
tempt to evade taking a positive posi- 
tion on the tariff. Recent utterances 
of democratic leaders seem to indicate 
that the party will postpone taking ac- 
tion in the next congress and go before 
the country in 1892 on glittering gener- 
alities: between ‘‘tariff reform” and 
‘free trade.”

The 
house elected on the tariff issue in 
189), let it put tariff ideas into shape 
or else go out of business. 

A leading candidate for the speaker- 
thip is Roger Q. Mills, of Texas. Dur- 
ing his recent speaking campaign he 
declared what the country wanted and 
needed and what the democratic party 
would enact into law as soon as_ possi- 
ble was: 

Free trade after the English style. 

A tax on incomes for revenue. 

A tax on tea, coffee, sugar, etc., for 
the maintenance of the government. 

The republican party will be glad to 
meet the democrats upon that plat- 
form. The party which Mr. Mills rep- 
resents ought to lose no time to em- 
body these ideas into a bill, and the 
people will express their opinion of the 
bill in 1892. It is well known that the 
success of the McKinley law has upset 
the plans and theories of the demo- 
crats, but it is now too late to compro- 
mise and postpone.

The Happy Results of Republicanism and 
; Protection. 





No nation of the world, in any age, 
has reduced a national debt so speedily 
as the United States. In 1876 the na- 
tional debt was $2,386,000,000. In 1890 
it was §988,000,000—a reduction of 
$1,598, 000,060 in 20 years. Before the 
century closes the debt will be entirely 
discharged. The per capita debt of the 
United States is less than that of any 
other nation—S$28. It is $218 in France, 
$100 in the United Kingdom, $79 in 
Italy, $63 in Germany, $35 in Russia, 
In England, with free trade, the rate 
of taxation between 1870 and 1890 was 
nearly 25 per cent., while in 
the United States under protective 
duties taxation decreased 10 per cent. 
for the same period. The per capita 
debt in 1865 was $75. The reduction to 
€28 has been made through the protec- 
tive system. Until June, this year, an 
aggregate of $80,000,000 in gold has 
been exported to Europe. Already 
the refluent stream is pouring back 
from Europe at a rate that will ex- 
ceed 2100,000,000. In the United States 
are peace and plenty; in Europe famine 
prevails and war is the constant men- 
ace. It is prosperity and contentment 
in the United States; adversity and 
alarm in Europe.

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PROTECTION DEMOCRATS, 


Signs of a Coming Struggle Botween Con- 
tending Elements. 

In 1860 the democratic party declared 
in its national platform in favor of 
‘progressive free trade.” The tariff 
then in existence was the extremely 
low one of 1857, with its average duties 
of only about twenty per cent. It was 
not low enough, however, forthe demo- 
crats of that day under control of the 
south. When the whig party broke 
up on the slavery question a number of 
its members, north as well as south, 
went over to the democracy, taking 
with them their Henry Clay protective 
principles.) At a later day, owing 
chiefly to the prohibition agitation, 
there were numerous German seces- 
sions to the democracy, most of those 
who. went over being moderate pro- 
tectionists. 

The result ofthese migrations from 
one political camp to another was the 
creation of a strong protection element 
in the democracy reinforcing the Penn- 
sylvania democrats who had always 
been for protection as far as their 
special industries were concerned. 
This protection wing of the party was 
strong enough to have its say in the 
formation of national platforms. In 
1880, when the democrats declared for 
‘a tariff for revenue only,” and were 
beaten, this old pro-slavery whig 
element was able in 1884 and 1888 to 
secure a recognition of the principle 
that tariff revision should be carried 
out in such a way as not to cut down 
the pay of the American workingman, 
nor to deprive the manufacturers of 
such protection as would enable them 
to pay the high wages. 

For the last year, however, owing to 
the death of Randall and the aggres- 
sive policy of Cleveland, Mills and 
Watterson, the old-school free-trade 
section of the democracy seemed to 
have crushed out the moderate protec- 
tion faction, which had no newspaper 
organ left except the New York Sun, 
whose editor can swallow Tammany, 
but not free trade. But there are signs 
which tend to show that the protection 
element in the ranks of the democracy 
is not dead but sleeping, and that it is 
preparing to reassert itself and dictate 
to the party at large. 

The contest for the speakership be- 
tween Mills and Springer is a fight be- 
tween the two sects. The out-and-out 
free traders, the men who were reared 
in the doctrines of Calhoun, or came 
into the party as mugwumps, will 
with hardly an exception be found on 
the side of Mills) The old pro-slavery 
whig recruits and the German auxil- 
iaries and the men who, while they 
may be for free trade in theory, think 
it would be impolitic to act on it as a 
presidential issue, are for Springer. 
The tariff policy of the Texan as laid 
down by him the other day crawfishes 
considerably since he left the stump. 
He po longer d@ontemplates absolute 
free trade. If free trade be represent- 
ed by one hundred, the proposed reduc- 
tion of the tariff now advocated by 
Mills would be but about forty or fifty. 
But on the same scale Springer's tariff 
policy would register only fifteen or 
eighteen—a little lower than Randall’s. 

Whichever way the speakership is 
settled it is not likely that the internal 
strife in the democratic ranks on the 
tariff question will be ended. The bat- 
tle will have to be fought over again in 
the national convention next year be- 
tween the free traders and the protec- 
tionists, reinforced by the men who 
are after the offices and who think a 
free-trade platform might beat them in 
1892 as in 1880. And in this struggle it 
is not improbable that the ‘“‘tariff re- 
vision” wing will have a western as 
well as eastern organ.—Chicago Trib- 
une.

THE CHESTNUT AS A FOOD. 


The Practical Culinary Uses Which This 
Edible May Have. 

If the struggle for existence has not 
knocked all the love of nature out of 
his soul, the small boy, when he arrives 
at man’s estate, can not pass a chest- 
nut-laden fruit stand without the sight 
bringing back those happiest days of 
his life. 

What holidays were more delightful 
to the New England boy than those 
spent in the fall, under a chestnut tree, 
brushing back and forth the crisp 
brown leaves searching for chestnuts. 
And when the empty buckwheat sack 
was full and tied at the top, what a de- 
light it was to put the bag upon the 
left shoulder at dusk and triumphantly 
tramp home whistling; then to trudge 
up-stairs to the attic and spread the 
fruit out to dry. 

How different is the process by which 
the chestnut is annually introduced to 
the average city boy. On the corner of 
almost ¢very city street, a smoking 
charcoal range, presided over by & rag- 
ged Italian, may be met with. Soap- 
less hands build the little charcoal fire 
and handle the so-called roasted fruit. 
A pocket-Inife used for cutting tobacco 
makes the cross incision on the outer 
skin, and when innocence buys the 
fruit and wonders how the nuts became 
impregnated with the flavor of salt 
mackerel, he never fancies that the 
vender has cooked his breakfast in the 
dish in which he cooked his wares. 

Notwithstanding these minor draw- 
backs, which may be overcome by not 
patronizing street venders, the Ameri- 
can sweet chestnut presents many de- 
lightful culinary possibilities which 
should be better known. They are 
smalier than the coarse European 
chestnut, and for this reason are more 
troublesome to prepare for the table; 
but they are so superior in quality and 
flavor that they are much to be prefer- 
red. 

To begin with, either variety of the 
chestnut, when reduced to flour, may 
be converted into bread, cakes, pud- 
dings, dumplings, ice cream, conserves, 
puree for soup, stuffing and a hundred 
other tempting forms. Whole, they 
are mode into bon-bons, glaces, etc. 
Boiled in beef broth they may be serv- 
ed as a vegetable separately, or asa 
garnish to meat, poultry, game, etc. 

As cold weather approaches, per- 
haps the American housewife may be 
more interested in knowing how to 
prepare a chestnut stuffing for poultry, 
milk pigs, fresh hams, etce., than other 
more pretentious products. Here is 
the formula: Roast a pint of chestnuts 
and peel off the outer and inner skin; 
weigh them and simmer half a pound 
of them for twenty minutes in as much 
veal gravy as will cover them; drain 
and let them cool; then pound them in 
a mortar with four ounces of butter, 
three ounces of bread crumbs, a trifle 
of grated lemon peel, and powdered 
mace, saltand a pinch of cayenne, bind 
the mixture with the yolk of three eggs. 

When deviled almonds can not be had 
for dessert, the chestnut thus prepared 
is an admirable substitute. Peel the 
raw chestnuts and scald them to re- 
move the outer skin; put them in a fry- 
ing pan with a little butter and toss 
them about a few moments; add a 


sprinkle of salt and a suspicion of cay-'
